Inter-service rivalry blossomed | 
forth at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
yesterday during the grinding out 
of the 300 kilometers of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Trophy Race.

Others still have gone to the courts, 
according to my humble opinion, to restrain or 
deny men the exercise of rights guaranteed 
them under the Constitution. 

The violation of private rights cannot con- 
tinne if a Government at once orderly and 
free is to exist in this country. We must all 
be equal before the law, in fact as well as in 
form, or the law is a lie. 

The structure of the Government as created by 
the origina] Constitution and the aristocratic po- 
litical philosophy inspiring some of its provisions 
bave since been successfully challenged, and, with 
popular approval, amendments have been adopted 
by Congress and the Legislatures.

Strangely enough, while we think of the Ger- 
mans as drinking beer, the people cf Berlin 
actually drink coffee. The coffee houses are 
both numerous and immense. We were sitting 
in one of these the morning after our arrival 
when our attention was attracted to a little 
boy out on the sidewalk. He was plainly hun- 
STY, and was trying to get a job carrying some- 
body’s grip. 

That is, in truth, the real unhappiness of 
being in Berlin. It is not pleasant to see chil- 
Gren hungry, and there is a great deal of hun- 
ger in the German capital. 

“We have only three dinners a week at our 
home,” a man who had formerly lived in the 
United States told us one day. ‘That is as 
much ag most people have.” 

It is Berlin that wants the German republic, 
which has few friends tn Southern Germany, 
but will probably last. They feel here that the 
cofsequences of monarchial government, its 
eternal swashbuckling and its appalling diplo- 
matic blunders have been sufficiently disas- 
trous without saying anything more about 
kings. 

“If the Lusitania had never been sunk, the 
United States would not have joined tn the war 
against us,’ one German said. “We were pow- 
erless to prevent those étupidities, and we do 
mot want to expose ourselves to a recurrence 
ef them.” 

It is no surprise to us to learn that Mr. Wil- 
son is not regarded in Germany as many of our 
own German-Americans regard him. Plenty

“Do they expect to go back to Russia some 
day?’ we asked. 

“Yes. They think it will be safe in a short 
while now," our infermant answered.

Communism falled for not 
having anyone to enforce discipline, as com- 
munism has failed all over Central Europe 
and in Italy. It is the deadest thing on earth, 
and these Russians in Berlin expect to go back 
to Russia some day and help to bury it there.”

“Some of these Russians have nothing now 
but their Jewels,” said our informant. “The 
Russians love jewelry, and they had more of 
it than any other people in Europe. When 
one of these Russians families in Berlin goes 
broke they sell some of their jewelry.” 

“Are there plenty of rich people to buy ft?”
